influence over those who use and see 
them. Our architectural equipment condi- 
tions a large portion of our daily life, If 
buildings are conveniently arranged, they 
can facilitate our work; their amenities 
ean nourish our health and cheer our 
minds; and their beauty can encourage 
belief in the dignity and nobility of human 
aspirations. The church has long under- 
stood that ritual is more compelling if 
fortified by an inspiring architectural set- 
ting. The value of good architectural lay- 
out and design in terms of increased pro- 
ductivity and decreased turnover of labor 
has been attested by modern industrialists, 
Today, progressive architects seek to give 
their buildings a character at once appro- 
priate to the physical and psychological 
needs of both the user and the community 
at large to the end that our architectural 
environment will help, rather than hinder, 
the attainment of the good life. 


Because of their durability and expres- 
siveness, buildings are the most tangible 
documents we have of human progress. 
In them we can read the drama of civil- 
izations present and past. They tell the 
absorbing and inspiring story of human 
needs satisfied by the focusing of hard- 
won technical skills upon available re- 
sources. In seeking the reason why and 
for whom a building was constructed, in 
finding what materials were used and how 
they were assembled, in searching the 
wherefore of its layout and the secret of 
its impressiveness, we attain a more im- 
mediate and intimate insight into the soci- 
ety that produced it than can be had by 
any other single approach. 

New York's Empire State Building serves 
as a potent example of the way an archi- 
tectural structure can epitomize a particu- 
lar moment in history. To most Americans 
its cloud-piercing 86-story shaft is a telling 
symbol of characteristic American enter- 
prise and skill. Surely we must recall with 
pride the organizing genius that could rear 
in thirteen and a half months 36,000,000 
cubic feet of space, using 6400 windows, 
10,000,000 bricks, seven miles of shaftways 
for 66 elevators, and 50 miles of piping. 
The members of its 58,000-ton steel frame 
were riveted in place within 80 hours after 
their departure from Pittsburgh fabricating 
shops. Such precision was a valuable addi 
tion to the technical resources of modern 
architecture. 

But the Empire State was only a climax 
in a long period of structural development. 
Before it were the Woolworth Tower, the 


Singer Tower, Louis Sullivan’s Wainwright 
Building in St. Louis, and W. L. B. Jenny’s 
Home Insurance Building in Chicago. Be- 
yond these were London’s Crystal Palace, 
Bogardus’s cast-iron structures, and a hun- 
dred others that pioneered iron construc- 
tion, until we reach back to the embryonic 
iron frame built in 1792 by William Strutt 
for his fireproof Calico Mill at Derby, Eng- 
land. Further exploration into metal con- 
struction leads us to ancient Rome, where 
in A.D. 120 Hadrian, the emperor-architect, 
employed roof trusses of incombustible 
bronze over the imposing portico of his 
Pantheon, the brick dome of which, 142 
feet in diameter, held the record for mason- 
ry spans down to 1912! In this and many 
other ways modern structural achievements 
can evoke the whole development of pure 
and applied science. 


Since a great office building is a com- 
mercial venture the amortization of which 
demands profits, success depends on keen 
analysis and wise planning to ensure an 
optimum of rentable space. From sky- 
scraper and factory, modern architecture 
has adopted new criteria of space con- 
venience and utility that do much to in- 
crease the physical and economic efficiency 
of all types of buildings. Both the sky- 
scraper and factory, however, by their in- 
exorable concentration of workers, have 
created crucial problems in urban planning 
that must be resolved if human efficiency 
also is to be assured. Thus a building like 
the Empire State symbolizes a multitude 
of contemporary social and technological 
questions, of which both the history and 
the future are equally intriguing. 


In the same way innumerable historic 
buildings convey vivid cross-sections of the 
age that brought them into being. Khufu’'s 
great pyramid, eight times the volume of 
the Empire State, reflects not only that 
monarch’s anxiety for the preservation of 
his mortal remains, but also his autocratic 
power to command for years the swarms 
of workmen who quarried the countless 
limestone blocks to unbelievable precision 
and heaped them to the height of a modern 
48-story building. The Athenian Parthenon 
was more than just a temple; it was at 
once a tour-de-force of craftsmanship, the 
culmination of Greek religious architecture, 
and a monument to the fleeting empire of 
Pericles, 

The vast vaulted baths built by Caracalla 
present an illuminating commentary on 
Roman technical skill, social custom, and 
aesthetic taste. Between the Early Chris- 


tian basilica of St. Peter built by Constan- 
tine at Rome and the Gothic Coronation 
Cathedral of the Virgin begun by Philip 
Augustus at Rheims lies the enthralling 
development of medieval Christianity, econ- 
omy, and architecture. That later apogee 
of French culture, the Age Louis XIV, the 
Sun King, was centered architecturally as 
well as socially in the fabulous palace at 
Versailles. These few examples serve but 
to suggest the brilliant highlights that his- 
toric monuments, great and small, can 
contribute to the rich fabric of cultural 
history. 

That these venerable structures comprise 
a unique testament of our forefathers’ finest 
ideals, and that they should be cherished 
as an irreplaceable heritage, not to be 
imitated in emasculated copies but to in- 
struct and inspire future generations, is 
attested by widespread programs of pro- 
tection and conservation in both war and 
peace. Next to needless human suffering, 
it is the murder of innocent buildings in 
this war—the futile dissipation of our com- 
mon cultural treasure—that today makes 
us most indignant. It is not their age or 
sentimental association, but their unique 
quality and character, that makes the loss 
of them tragic. This almost universal con- 
cern is grim testimony of the high value 
in which we hold architectural monuments. 
It is a challenge, too, for contemporary 
architects and clients. Will our successors 
be enriched and inspired by our own archi 
tectural legacies?

The booklet “ARCHITECTURE, a Pro- 
fession and a Career” is one of the most 
handsomely designed pieces of printing 
ever issued by the Octagon. Printed at the 
Merrymount Press in Boston, we venture 
to say its late proprietor, the distinguished 
Daniel Berkeley Updike (1860-1941) would 
look upon it with pleasure. 

Updike, a man of fine perception in mat- 
ters of printing and printing design, also 
outstanding in scholarly attainments rela- 
tive to his chosen and beloved profession, 
was utterly devoted to the craft and art 
of printing. Scholars, craftsmen, printers, 
teachers made pilgrimages to talk with him 
at his famous Merrymount Press. 

Text of the booklet is printed in Times 
New Roman with Perpetua Titling (both

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by the Monotype Corporation Ltd., Lon- 
don), Times New Roman, designed by The 
Times of London in collaboration with in- 
numerable design authorities, eye special- 
ists and other experts, after exhaustive 
study and research, was finally adopted 
to replace the Modern which that news- 
paper had used since 1820. Possessing re- 
markable characteristics of legibility, read- 
ability and compactness, it is also an ex- 
tremely beautiful face. Until very recently 
Updike at Boston and Colish in New York 
were almost the only possessors of Times 
New Roman matrices in America. Per 
petua Titling, designed by the late Eric 
sill, a letter of pronounced classical and 
architectural character composes with ex- 
cellent grace and harmony with the Times 
New Roman face. 

That The Institute awarded Updike’s 
Press the commission of printing one of its 
most effective documents, at once a tool 
of public education and public relations, 
we hope is a forerunner to many more 
badly needed documents of similar kind 
and lively nature that we assume will be 
equally well designed and executed. 
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There is strong kinship between printing 
and architecture. We have remarked on 
this subject before in this Chapter-Bulle- 
tin. This blood relationship is much deeper 
than the employment in architecture of 
letters of one sort and the use in printing 
of another. It has been noted that men 
genuinely immersed in the depths of typog- 
raphy, printing, and the graphics have a 
peculiar sensitiveness toward architecture. 
It is no accident that many trained in archi- 
tecture (and this is particularly true in 
Europe) have displayed unusual skill at 
printing design or its allied aspects and 
have, at times, switched professions so 
easily. 

At any rate, those directing the printing 
for the Octagon are to be congratulated 
for their recognition of the importance of 
advancing one design profession, architec- 
ture, through the medium of another design 
profession, We look forward to the time 
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when some recognition of printing as a 
vital art can be given even glancing recog 
nition in our schools of architecture. 

Future editions of this booklet always 
should include the press imprint (not all 
copies bear it) and as soon as it is available 
the paper should be of better quality.

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Refresher Courses For 
Engineers And Architects 
Preparatory To Taking 
State Examinations 


Plans are being made to offer refresher 
courses for engineers and architects inter- 
ested in taking the State examinations in 
order to qualify as a Registered Profes- 
sional Engineer or Architect. The project 
is sponsored jointly by E.S.D. and the 
Affiliate Council and enrollment will be 
limited to members of The Engineering 
Society of Detroit or an Affiliate Society. 
This includes associate members of The 
Detroit Chapter, A.I.A. 

The course started on Saturday, March 
2, at E.S.D. headquarters and will con- 
tinue on succeeding Saturdays for 15 con- 
secutive weeks, concluding on June 8, just 
prior to the next State examinations. 

Competent teaching personnel is being 
selected with great care and a fee of $30.00 
has been set for this initial series of 
classes, 

Those who are interested in taking the 
course should apply at the E.S.D, office 
for registration blanks. As the number 
that can be accommodated will of neces- 
sity be limited for this initial series, 
prompt action on the part of those inter- 
ested is imperative. 


Vets’. Housing 


Use of public parks as sites for tempor- 
ary housing to be moved from other loca- 
tions to ease the veterans’ housing short- 
age has been proposed to Wilson W, Wy- 
att, Federal Housing Expediter, by Irv- 
ing W. Clark, chairman of the Residential 
Committee of the Producers’ Council, na- 
tional organization of building product 
manufacturers. 

“By utilizing land already dedicated to 
public use, the housing can be made avail- 
able more quickly, inasmuch as long de- 
lays usually encountered in selecting and 
acquiring sites can be eliminated,” Clark 
said in a letter to Wyatt. 

“In addition, water and sewerage lines, 
electricity, gas, and streets already are

available in or near most parks, with the 
result that much of the expense normally 
required to provide utilities for housing 
developments can be saved. This saving 
means that more homes can be provided 
with the funds available for that purpose. 

“Locating the temporary dwellings on 
park sites also offers a further advantage, 
in that there is greater assurance that 
the temporary dwelling units will be re- 
moved promptly when the need for them 
has passed, thus reducing the possibility 
that the make-shift housing will remain 
indefinitely to become an eyesore and 
result in the creation of new slum areas. 

“While public opinion undoubtedly will 
favor the use of park lands to aid veterans 
during the housing emergency, it is not 
likely that the community will be willing 
to give up the use of its parks after the 
housing crisis has passed. 

“Competent estimates indicate that the 
need for any temporary homes which may 
be built at this time will not extend be- 
yond a period of 18 months, for the -most 
part, because enough new permanent 


dwelling units can be constructed in the 
meantime to meet the urgent, pressing de- 
mand.” 

Federal..funds totalling $190,000,000 are 
available to aid local communities in ac- 
quiring, moving, and re-erecting tempor- 
ary war hotising which is no longer need- 
ed at its original location, Clark pointed 
out.

The wage rates also provided that any

With the termination of the war work 
the Government is now preparing to enter 
into contracts with Architects for a tre- 
mendous building program, In the course 
of this program it will be necessary to 
establish new minimum wage rates as re- 
quired by the Davis-Bacon Act. The wage 
rates given above were established in 1939 
and 1940 end are obviously subject to ne- 
cessary adiustment.

These are prevailing and minimum wage 
rates under the present wage and hour 
agreement, Prevailing rates become fixed 
rates; neither more nor less may be paid. 

All architects are cautioned to abide by 
Public Law 729 (administered by the Wage 
Adjustment Board and sometimes referred 
to as the Wages and Hours Law) which 
stipulates that Federal and Interstate work 
must be paid for at the rate of time and a 
half for all time over forty hours per week. 
More work than you think is “Interstate.” 
and herein lies the trick.

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Producers’ Council Opposes 
Home Building Subsidies 


L. C. Hart, President of the Producers’ 
Council, national organization of building 
product manufacturers, has made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the housing 
plan announced by Wilson W. Wyatt, Fed- 
eral Housing Expediter: 

We agree with Mr. Wyatt's statement 
that increasing flow of building materials 
is the essential first step in solving the 
housing shortage. 


However, the Council emphatically be- 
lieves that all necessary premium pay- 
ments for building material production 
should be made available in the form of 
increases in OPA price ceilings on build- 
ing products, rather than in the form of 
subsidies to manufacturers. 

The payment of subsidies would serious- 
ly retard home building because subsi- 
dies require Congressional approval at the 
start and because further action by Con- 
gress undoubtedly would be required lat- 
er on, to increase subsidy appropriations 
should there be additional increases in the 
cost of producing building products. This 
would again delay the building of homes. 


On the other hand, necessary increases 
in OPA price ceilings could be made im- 
meditely, merely by administrative deci- 
sion, without incurring any prolonged de- 
lays such as would occur if Congressional 
authority ‘for subsidies were sought. 


In addition, the OPA undoubtedly would 
refrain from making any needed price ad- 
justments during the period when author- 
ity for subsidy payments was being ob- 
tained from Congress. This would further 
delay the production of housing. 

While the use of subsidies instead of 
increased price ceilings on building pro- 
ducts would enable veterans to obtain 
homes at a somewhat lower cost, the 
saving is not sufficient to warrant the 
adoption of a cumbersome subsidy plan. 


In the case of a $6,000 home, the cost 
of materials and equipment constitutes 
only about 30 per cent of the total cost 
and manufacturers of many products are 
not seeking further price increases at this 
time. If the prices of building products 
need to be increased by only about 10 
per cent, on the average, as Mr. Wyatt 
suggests, the necessary adjustments would 
increase the cost of the $6,000 home by 
only about $180.00. The veteran would 
pay this extra cost over a period of 25 or 
30 years, so that the increase would not 
burden him seriously at any time. Con- 
gress could return this extra cost at some 
later date to the veterans who buy homes, 
if such a policy appears feasible. 

The one important consideration now 
is to start building as many new homes 
as possible as quickly as American in- 
genuity and energy will permit. That can 
be accomplished most effectively by mak- 
ing the necessary adjustments in OPA 
prices without delay. The OPA already 
has all of the data needed to determine 
which prices should be increased. A few 
short days should suffice to let the build- 
ing industry get started on an all-out 
home building program.

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SOCIETY AND CHAPTER BOARDS MEET 


February 15 was date of Chapter dinner Meeting

at 4:30. Nineteen applications for associate membership in the Detroit Chapter were approved. These were in 
anticipation of the refresher course to be conducted by The Engineering Society of Detroit, in preparation to take 
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the State Board examination to become 
registered architects, The Chapter already 
had 42 associate members, many of whom 
are interested in the course. Watts A. 
Shelly, executive secretary of the State 
Board, is interested in obtaining instruc- 
tors to conduct the course. 

The Society Board discussed its 32nd 
Annual Convention, which is to be held at 
the Rackham Building on March 15. It will 
be one day and one evening, the banquet 
being the concluding event. A speaker of 
renown will be engaged. The Producers’ 
Council will probably plan a dinner meet- 
ing for the evening before. The Minnea- 
polis Honeywell Regulator Co. will be 
hosts at a luncheon at the Wardell Sher- 
aton on the day of the convention. Morn- 
ing and afternoon business session will be 
held. Roger Allen, of Grand Rapids, presi- 
dent of the Society, has named Talmage 
C. Hughes, L. Robert Blakeslee and Joseph 
W. Leinweber as a committee on conven- 
tion arrangements.

Heretofore it has been a 
complete list of all architects registered 
in the state. Members were shown in bold 
type, non-members in fine print, Member- 
ship in the Society is now obtained only 
by joining the AIA., through one of the 
three charters, or by payment of $2 by 
non-resident registrants. 

The Board approved changing the 
Society’s Schedule of Recommended 
Charges to make 75% of the fee due and 
payable upon completion of plans and 
specifications. This agrees with a change 
in the Institute’s Schedule, made at the 
Cincinnati Convention. 

Following the Chapter dinner president 
Ditchy welcomed Mr, Harry L. Mead, of 
Grand Rapids, and Major Cornelius L. T. 
Gabler, Chapter member and former 
Society officer, just back from the service. 
The president stated that, according to 
custom this meeting was one held annually 
to give members an opportunity to speak 
from the floor and bring up any matters 
they chose, Before getting into the pro- 
gram he mentioned the coming Institute 
Convention to be held in Miami Beach 
on May 8, 9, and 10, stating that the 
Chapter would be entitled to some 20 
delegates. It is desirable, he stated, for 
those planning to attend to make known 
whether or not they would be willing to 
serve as delegates from the Chapter or 
the Society, if elected. Such delegates will 
bear their own expenses. A coupon is 
printed herewith and members are asked 
to express themselves so that their names 
may be balloted upon at the next meet- 
ing. It will be necessary for delegates’ 
dues to be paid up, including 1946. 

The meeting, starting slowly, gathered 
momentum and became a lively affair, 
with many members entering into dis- 
cussion, 

A resolution instructed the president to 
appoint a special committee on building 
codes and other regulatory measures hav- 
ing to do with building, looking toward 
simplification and lower costs. 

Three matters were discussed having 
to do with younger men: the refresher 
course for candidates for registration vete- 
rans’ training program, and lecture cours- 
es for the younger men. Some suggestions 
were made as to what members would 
like on Chapter programs, all of which 
is very helpful to the program committee.

The institute, which was first given in 
Jackson last Spring at the request of the 
Greater Jackson Association, is specifically 
mentioned in the Feb. 9 Saturday Evening 
Post article, “Look Who’s Going to School 
Now!” by Harold Titus. 

It has been given successfully in several 
centers of the state and has had a total 
enrollment of approximately 2,000.
